DEAD AND DYING. 
IMMEDIATELY AFTER SUPPER 
the Bohemians and Polish Jews on Canal strect, 
and the railroad employes, thieves, and riff-raff, 


gathered together in the railroad yard all the way 


from Canal street up to Halsted. Some two or 
three thousaad persons were scattered along the 
tracks. At Union street a large crowd rashed for 


the C. . B. &Q. round- house, and limited their 


attentions te that building and its contents. It 
was filled with locomotives and other rolling-stock 
of the Company. Others mashed in windows of 
the freight-house of the same road near by, that 
of the Northwestern Company being un 
disturbed. These attempted to enter the 
structure, but their attention was drawn 
off by the arrival of the police, and they did no 
other damage. The police had heard of their do- 
ings, and Lieut. Callahan and sixteen men started 
from the Twelftht Street Station in a bus furnished 
by the West Side Railway Company. They drove 
down Union street to FifteentL. At this point 
they were met by a mob, who advanced upon them, 
led by Miles Clynch, who keeps @ grocery at the 
corner of Union and Fourteenth streets. He was 
worked up to a regular frenzy, and excited his fol- 
lowers in every way he could to annihilate 
the officers. This they. essayed to do 

throwing stones and sticks at them: 
and they showered these missiles down 
like hail upon the vehicle. The harness of the 
horses was cat, and the animals were so frightened 
by the yells of the gang that they ran away. The 
driver was .nocked from his seat by a dozen rocks. 
most of them thrown by boys, and was badly cut 
about the head, back, and breast. Seeing it was 
a matter of life or death, the policemen drew their 
revolvers and opened fire on the crowd from the 
"bus windows, the rabble having completely sur- 
rounded them. Being crowded in the ‘bus. 
they concluded to make a sortie, and succeeded 
in forcing their way out and _ scattering 
those in the vicinity of the door, The crowd.

up. Butit was for an entirely different purpose. 
The crowd walked down to Lott's hardware- 
store, No. 785 Halsted street. Lott is well-to-do 
and is hated by the neighborhood for his allege 
mean and stingy habits. Incited by two youths in 
a buggy, both evidently freek from Bridgeport, 
this pack of young thievee went “at Lott's place 
tooth aud nail. tt and Lott's wife fied from 
their apartments up-stairs, and the latter did not 
wait to look back for fear of being turned into a 
illar of something like ber ancestor of old. The 
* iron bars were wrenched from the windows, the 
shutters forced off, the windows broken, and some 
one, hoisted thro an opening thus made, suc- 
ceeded in opening the door. The rabble of young 
thieves rushéd*in, and picked up for plander what- 
ever they could find. Some one lit the gas, and the 
older thieves seized the morp valuaole on of 
the stock. A goodly part of it went towards 
Bridgeport in the buggy. While all this was going

the point where the car was wrecked several shots 


were huried, but with upcertaip sim. and nobody 
was injured. The police mare bed along, clearing 
the sidewalks as they advanced #crose the Halsted- 
street viaduct, but encountered no more opposition 
until they came to the corner ot Halsted und Fif- 
teenth streets, where a large crowd of laborers, 
large and small, had co ted. The police 
formed in line, charged on the mob with their 
clubs, and scattered them in al d 
rections, several of the ng gang 
being pretty soundly cluobed, The moo 
gathered again about a block away, and marched 
west. hooting and yelling as they went. The po- 
lice remained, however, at the corner of Thirteenth 
and daisted, as that seemed at thie ume to be the 
most dangerous point. About five “inntes there- 
after a baitalion of police, na@mbering aoout 100, 
under Lieut. Hood, came down Haleted to 
Twenty-second street, clearing everything as they 
went. Guards were placed at all the street-cross- 
ings, and at the time tbe reporter left no further 
trouble was anticipated. 

In such a furious row as this there were certainly 
some kiiled and many weunde: when the 
smoke clearedaway a ine 
about.

They balted at the cor- 
ner of Halsted aud Fourteenth streets, and ap- 
peared to be quiet fora moment. While there one 
of the reporters was amicably instructing the 
hackmaan, the specials made a glorious rush in four 
ways, anda dozen or so piled over the hack, and 
under the hack, and slong the sidewalk, where 
the reporters were endeavoring to escape the club. 
There was no time to enter into a hy, and 
very little room to produce credentials of c - 
ter. One of the party managed to show his Ger- 
man face and German-silver star at the 
same moment, and waved away the cluo 
which was impending.

Tnis was 
caused by the pegging of a stone or two—perha 
a stone or half a dozen—from wear a build- 
ing on the southeast corner of Four- 
teenth and Halsted streets. Ne attempt was 
made to enter the building, but the specials—or 
such of them as had fire-arms—watched closely for 
another volley which they could return with lead. 
They had no opportunity, and, after chasing away 
a large number of smal! congregations of pore. they 
disappeared,—or, rather, they marched to 
the station and there disappeared. 

THE BRIDGES. 

In order to guard against a possible coup de main 
the Washington street tunnel was guarded by one 
of the military organizations, whose idea of duty 
seemed to be that a reporter was rather more liable 
to create trouble than a hundred rioters. The 
Madison street bridge was also swung, ad- 
parently at the sweet will of the bridge tender, 
and consequently car-tramc was stopped for some 
time, and a large number of people greatly incon- 
venienced.

To guard against all incentive for s dis- 
turbance, the proprietors of the works concluded 
to stop work for the day. The workmen at the 
Rolling-Stock Works also filed out and went 

ceably home. indeed, there bas been but little 
work for them. The season is dull enough, and 
now that transportation has been stopoed, the 
business is almost at a complete standstill. 

M’CORMICK’S FACTORY, 

which was the objective point of the rioters, con- 
tinued running. The men are al! satisfied, and 
have nothing to gain oy going with the mob. 
Elaborate preparations for the reception of a mob 
were made at the beginning of the present troubles, 
and it is highly probable that in case of an attack 
the workmen would ask nothing better than to 
drench the mob with water, or cover them with 
-fire-arms and order a retreat. 

At noon everything was quiet south of Sixteenth 
street, and bid fair to remain so the rest of the day.

Chi- 
cago is the great distributing point for the 
East, and it is of the utmost importance 
that she should resume the moving 
of the crops and other produce as 
speedily as possible. It is not only a matter 
of commercial necessity, but it will be an act 
of charity to these misguided men, who are 
now producing all this violence and disorder 
and blocking the wheels of commerce. The 
great system of exchange must be set in mo- 
tion again before it becomes so embarrassed 
and confused as to do permanent damage. 
It will save rioters and strikers and laborers 
of all sorts great misery and suffering 
through the coming fall and winter, first, to 
put down mob violence, and then to set 
produce in motion as speedily as it can be 
done. 


The most serious episode thug far of the 
troubles in Chicago occurred evening in 
the vicinity of Halsted and Sixteenth streets. 
A mob organized solely for plander and de- 
struction had gathered here early in the even- 
ing, and for a time were successful in beating 
back the small platoons of police which were 
sent to the scene. With better facilities for 
dispatching reinforcements a most whole- 
some lesson might have been enforced, and 
the rabble dispersed in bad order, 
but it happened, unfortunately, that the 
police for a long time were not concettrated 
in force sufficien¢ to overcome the mob, and 
a valuable opportunity was lost. Eventually 
the mob dispersed and quiet was restored, 
but the victory was not one that the police 
officials should be satisfied with. They must 
do better next time in the matter of rapid 
concentration and perfect communication; 
it will not do to have the machinery of the 
Department in bad working order at this 
time. 


A dispatch from Pittsburg states that the 
law-and-order classes are organizing vigi- 
lance committees, who are holding secret 
meetings to devise speedy and summary 
methods of starting the trains. The whole 
city is suffering from the complete interrup- 
tion of traffic. Famine begins to stare the 
quarter of a million of inhabitants in the 
face. The milk-trams are not coming in, 
and there is a weeping and wailing in tens 
of thousands of households for the precious 
lacteal fluid. The revolution of popular 
sympathy is described as sudden and sweep- 
ing. Arrests by the score are being made 
of the leaders of the villains who burned up 
the six millions of property last Sunday. 
What the Vigilance Committees intend doing 
is not yet divulged, but the exasperation 
against the mobocrats is growing more gen- 
eral and bitter every hour. The general 
feeling is that the blockade must be broken 
and trade and travel resumed, and those who 
stand in the way of the public interest will 
get hurt. 

There should be a broad distinction always 
made between the railroad workmen who 
have struck for higher wages, and are seek- 
ing arrangements with their employers, and 
the Communistic rabble which are intent 
upon disorder, robbery, arson, murder, and 
plunder. There is a third class of men who 
should not be identified with the raving, 
reckless mob. There are several thousand 
mechanics and workmen, including many 
employes of railroads, who have not struck, 
who do not want to strike, but who have 
been compelled by force to quit work. They 
have been driven from their shops and places 
of business by the mob, and thus deprived 
of their wages, on which they depend for 
bread for themselves and families. These 
persons are not rioters; they are not revolu- 
tionists; they have no share or part in the 
mob, and are great sufferers. One of the 
first steps that should be taken on the re- 
establishment pf authority isto reopen the 
workshops, lumber-yards, mills, and fac- 
tories, and these people put at work from 
which they have been driven by the murder- 
ous Commuuistic rabble, 


When Uncle Sam’s two companies of 
weather-beaten regulars, who had just return- 
ed from chasing and fighting Indians, march- 
ed along Madison street yesterday afternoon, 
thousands: of persons lined the sidewalks 
and cheered them at every step. The ap- 
‘pearance of those national troops had an 
electric effect on the crowds who saw and 
hurrahed them. They were representatives 
of the irresistible power of the National 
Government, which can smash mobs as easi- 
ly as an individual can crush eggshells. They 
belonged to the class of men who have nei- 
ther ‘* politics nor religion,” sympathies nor 
selfishness, in the presence of obstructors of 
the law; they simply obey lawful orders 
without questions, whys, or wherefores, If a 
mob is found rioting, setting the constituted 
authorities at defiance, destroying property,or 
obstructing the channels of travel, trade, 


law-abiding people of Chicago as faithful 
servants, who did their duty not only fear- 
lesaly, but with intelligence and discretion, 


and commerce, they disperse that mob; they 
make short work of the obstructors. When 
they strike, they strike hard; when they 
shoot, they shoot to kill. They have only 
one code of ethics, and that is, the law must 
be supreme; the authorities must be 
obeyed ; order must be restored and pre- 
served. This is West Point's code of poli- 
ties. Those two companies are merely a 
small detachment to protect public property 
here; but if needed, regiments will speedily 
follow them. Wherever these national po- 
| lice go, they mean business if they find mobs. 


Do the workingmen of Chicago know that 
they are committing a fearful mistake in 
their presént misguided course? A week 
ago there was undoubtedly much popular 
sympathy with them against the reduction 
of tir wages.

point ? The public appreciates it if they do 
not, and they will soon discover that the 
public sentiment which they have supposed 
was backing them up has dissipated like a 
morning mist before the sun. They have 
struck at the homesand the rights of every man 
in Chicago, and they will find, if they do not 
stop, that the whole community will rise and 
crush them if they do not get out of the 
way. The people will no longer suffer their 
rights to be sacrificed by a mob. 


The strikers may be properly divided 
into three classes. One class consists of the 
strikers proper. They are a certain number 
of railroad employes who have made com- 
mon cause with the Eastern railroad strikers; 
have quit work more from sympathy than 


that the freight traffic of the railroads of 
Chicago must be suspended till the Eastern 
demands, as well as those they may set up, 
shall be satisfied. These men, as a class, 
will not undertake to interfere with other 
lines of business, though some of the indi- 
viduals were undoubtedly found with the 
mob that prowled through the streets, The 
second class called strikers are not strikers 
at all, but men who want to work if they 
can do so unmolested. There are a good 
many railroad employes among the number, 
but the bulk of them are the workingmen of 
the machine-shops, the planing-mills, the 
lumber-yards, the foundries, and factories of 
all kinds where business has been interrupt- 
ed. The third class is the mob, which is 
made up mainly of men who are neither 
railroad strikers nor the workingmen who 
have quit work under intimidation, but who 
are loafers, gutter-snipes, Communists, and 
destructionists. It is against the third class 
that the police employed their clubs yester- 
day. The mob proper must be squelched 
quickly and summarily. Something has al- 
ready been done in this direction. The ratks 
of this class were largely swelled by reckless 
and half-drunken boys. It is ridiculous and 
pusillanimous to permit the business of this 
great city to be prostrated and the peaceable 
inhabitants terrified by so insignificant a 
group of worthless scoundrels. It is only 
dangerous in the possibility that these loaf- 
ers may add to their number, growing by 
their own seeming success, and betraying 
workingmen who have no natural sympathy 
with them into joining their depredations. 
These roughs must be corraled, or im- 
pounded, so to speak. If the station- 
houses are not large enough to bold 
them, new places of detention must be im- 
provised where they can be guarded, after 
being disarmed, by special police. When 
this shall have been done, their comrades 
will quickly scatter and disappear. With 
the suppression of the mob proper (and the 
elimimation of 1,000 or 1,500 of the roughs 
will accomplish this) the danger of conflict, 
of plunder, and of arson will beover. The 
men who have quit work not voluntarily, 
but under pressure of threats, will return to 
their avocations, and their employers will do 
everything that stagnation and hard times 
will permit to make them contented. Then 
there will be nothing to deal with but the 
strike proper,—that is, with the railroad 
employes who have quit work and say the 
trains shall not ran, and that all commerce 
shall come to an end. This is the only issue 
that has the semblance of substance, and the 
extraneous protuberances must be sloughed 
off in order to deal with it fairly and intel- 
ligently. 


CONSEQUENCES OF OBSTRUCTING RAIL- 
WAYS. 


It.is well for all persons engaged in the 
railroad strike to understand the legal effect 
of some of their proceedings. Railroad op- 
eratives and all other persons participating 
in the proceedings to stop railroad trans- 
portation will do well to read and under- 
stand the following sections of the law of 
this State, enacted by the last Legislature : 

1. if any locomotive engineer, in furtherance of 
any combination or agreement, shall willfully and 
maliciously abandon his locomotive upon any rail- 
road at any other peint than the regular schedule 
destination of such locomotive, he shall be fined 
not less than $20 nor more than $100, and confined 
in the County Jail not lese than twenty days nor 
more than ninety days. 

2. If any person or persons shall willfully and 
maliciously, by any actor by means of intimida- 
tion, impede or obstruct, except by due process of 
law, the regular operation and conduct of the 
business of any railroad company or other corpora- 
tion, firm, or in¢ividnal in this State, or Bf the 
reguiar running of any locomotive, engine, freight, 
or passenger train of any such company, or the 
labor and business of any such corporation, firm, 
or individual, be or they sball, on conviction 
thereof, be punished dy a fine not less than $20 
nor more than $200, and confined in the County 
Jall not less than twenty days nor more than 
ninety daye. 

. If two or more persons shall willfully and 
maliciously combine or conspire together to ob- 
struct or impede, by any act, or by means of in- 
timidation, the regular operation and conduct of 
the business of any railroad company, or any other 
corporation, firm, or individual in this State, or 
to impede, hinder, or obstract, except by due 
process of law, the regular running of any loco- 
motive, engine, freight, or passenger train on any 
railroad, or the labor or business of any such cor- 
poration, firm, or individual, such persons shall, 
on conviction thereof, be punished by fine not less 
than $20 nor more than $200, and confined in the 
County Jail not less than twenty days nor more 
than ninety days. 

This law was enacted by the farmers of 
this State for their own protection. They 
were unwilling to trust their interests and 
their property to the mercy of any body or 
Organization of men, whether engineers, 
firemen, conductors, brakemen, or switch- 
men. The agricultural producers must have 
a free and unobstructed road to market, and 


they do not intend that any body of men 


highwaymen thereon. This law is one of 
the Granger laws, and its enforcement will 
be insisted on not only by the entire com- 
mercial, but the entire agricultural, grazing, 
horticultural, and rural population of this 
State. 

It should be remembered that railroads 
are public corporations. The Supreme Court 
has in all the modern decisions affirmed the 
doctrine that railroads are public corpora- 
tions to the .extent that they are within 
the control; of State Governments. This 
public character vests the whole peo- 
ple with certain rights and privi- 
leges; the roads are public highways 
which the State can compel the companies 
to keep open to the public; they are public 
highways over which the public have the 
right of transportation for persons and prop- 
erty, and, being corporations, the State has a 
rigat to determine the rates to be charged 
for transportation. Of course, being public 
institutions subject to the control of the 
State, they are under the protection of she 
laws. No man may obstruct the o 
and running of trains on railways any more 
than he may interfere with Gov. CutioM or 
the State officers in the management of the 
State Government, or of the management of 
the State's Prison, or of the Insane Asylum,

sufficient intelligence to tell them, that if they | the public,—for the protection of the three 


millions and a half of people living and 
doing business in this State, as well as for 
the protection of the railroad companies. 
There are fifteen or twenty public high 

built to enable the people of this to 
travel to and from Chicago, and on which to 
transport their merchandise and products. 
No combination of any kind can be per- 
mitted to deprive the public of this right of 
highway. The railroad companies cannot 
legally do so: wor can the engineers, fire- 
men, switchmen, or other operators of the 
road. The people in the interior of this 
State have now, and will have for many 
months to come, property to move over 
these roads equal to a million of dollars a 
day. They find these roads seized and held; 
they find themselves deprived of the right to 
transport their products to market; they 
find their grain, their flour, their potatoes, 
their butter, milk, cheese, their live stock 
and their poultry, all denied transportation, 
and, being denied transportation, accumulat- 
ing and valueless on their hands. These 
farmers of Illinois made this law for their 
own protection, and they will take pains, and 
immediately, to enforce this law, and rid the 
highways of Illinois of all obstructions. 

Men must not deceive themselves with the 
momentary success which has attended their 
efforts. On Sunday last they ruled Pitts- 
burg with unquestioned authority. To-day 
they have become odious, They are now 
arrested in that city as criminals, the jails 
are filling up, and before a week they will be 
regarded as public malefactors,—enemies of 
their class and their race. As in Pittsburg 
so elsewhere. The Grangers of Illinois will 
see to it that. the railroads they have built 
and paid for are kept free and open to the 
public. : 

THE VAGRANT LAW. 

The Communistic gentry in this city in- 
voke popular wrath against the Vagrant law, 
on the ground that it was a law got up by 
the capitalists in order to arrest workingmen 
who may make application for work. Never 
was there a greater mistake. That Vagrant 
law was made by the farmers in the Legisla- 
ture for the protection of their homes and 
their families against the depredations of the 
Communists who are tramping through the 
country and rendering life and personal 
safety so insecure. These tramps, who claim 
that society owes them a support, go through 
the interior of the State, calling at farm- 
houses when the men are at work in the 
fields, and, robbing and plundering the prem- 
ises, outraging the women and children, 
move on to other like villainy. It was these 
men who never work, who do not want to 
work, who would not work if they could; 
the Communists who insist that they be sup- 
ported out of the public treasury from 
money raised by taxation, these citizens of 
the great international family of idle, revo- 
lutionary dead-beats,—these are the people 
against whom the people of Illinois have 
sought protection by this law to punish 
vagrancy. They have enacted this law to 
enable them to arrest these idle, dissolute 
thieves and plunderers, and lock them up in 
houses of correction, where they will be 
compelled to work. The Communists d- 
mand that this law be repealed. That law 
was intended to meet a great crime and evil, 
and will not be repealed so long as there are 
enough honest people in Illinois who make 
an honest living to have a voice in legisla- 
tion or in governing the State. 

The law is effectual as against those per- 
sons covered by its terms; no decent, honest 
citizen has ever been, or is likely to be, sub- 
jected to any inconvenience by the law. It 
is, we admit, a standing menace to the whole 
horde of Communists. As a class they are 
largely in peril of that law, besides being 
obnoxious to all other laws against seditious 
conspiracies against the peace of society, 
and against the sanctity of life and 
property. 


INCREASE THE NATIONAL ARMY. 

If the disastrous and sanguinary results of 
mob-rule in this country during the past 
week have no other effect, they will at least 
show the insensate folly of that class of 
State-Sovereignty demagogues who have been 
persistently howling that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should never interpose its power in 
State matters, but that the States should 
take care of themselves. The utter shallow- 
ness of this policy, and its disastrous, almost 
ludicrous, failure, are shown by the action of 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, West Virginia, and 
other States. So long as the strikers were 
peageable, the States took care of themselves, 
and everything was lovely; but when the, 
mob broke out in open violence and com- 
menced its career of murder and incendia- 
rism, and the State militia had in some cases 
showed its incompetency to deal with a mob, 
and in other cases showed its sympathy by 
affiliating with the dangerous classes uf the 
community, deserting their posts, and in 
some cases handing their arms over to the 
rioters, then these States, through their Gov- 
ernors,—in some instances these very Demo- 
cratic State-Sovereignty Governors who had 
been howling the loudest against the Federal 
Government,—implored it to send troops to 
help them. 

States might take care of themselves if they 
had standing armies, but they have none. 
The State of Illinois has just one soldier, the 
Adjutant-General. If it had 5,000 or 10,000 
well-drilled, disciplined, and seasoned troops, 
it could take care of itself in any emeute or 
uprising of a mob, and would never have to 
call upon the Federal Government for aid. 
In place of this we have about 2,500 uni- 
formed militia, who meet at certain times 
for drill, but who are not available for the 
defense of the State, or of any part of the 
State outside the immediate vicinity where 
they happen to be, and in some cases, as has 
been shown in other States, they are not 
available even for local assistance in pre- 
serving the peace. The main reliance of the 
larger cities where these emeutes occur is 
upon the police, but the police forces are 
small, however effective they may be. 
in Chicago, for instance, they are in the 
proportion of one to every 1,000 of the pop- 
ulation. As a matter of necessary economy, 
the force has been reduced to the minimum 
réquired to protect people against thieving 
and ordinary disorders, but for a general up- 
rising of a mob they are not sufficient of 
themselves to handle it. 

It is well enough to talk of State Sover- 
eiguty when States can take care of them- 
selves and protect the peace, but it is not 


ment. The regiment is a devil-fish,—one 
body with 500 arms. The men have no sym- 
pathy with any class. They are colorless in 
sentiment. They are police armed with 


| muskets. They are officered for life. They 


have no polities and never vote. They are 
not excited by the passions of the day. Dem- 
Agogues cannot control them or even gain 
access to them. War is their trade and they 
shoot to kill. If the Federal Government 
had even 10,000 more men, so that it 
could seatter them in squads of 1,000 each 
within immediate call of Chicago, St. Louis, 
Pittsburg, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Cincin- 
nati, and other important eentres, to act as 
a rallying point for the forces of the State 
authorities, it would be worth more than all 
the militia of all the States combined. If 
we had 500 regulars in this city, for 
instance, to reinforce the city authorities in 
taking care of mobs and stamping them out, 
it would quadruple the effectiveness of the 
militia and police. It would give confidence 
to law-abiding cities that their side would 
succeed, and it would give roughs and row- 
dies, tramps and vagabonds, the same confi- 
dence that they would be beaten. 

And yet, with the knowledge that such a 
condition of violence and mob-rule as now 
exists might arise any day, and with the 
knowledge that the States were unable to 
take care of themselves, these howling Demo- 
cratic State-Sovereiguty demagogues in Con- 
gress and out of it have succeeded in reduo- 
the Federal army down to 25,000 men, scat- 
tered all over the Western frontier, and when 
the State anthorities, breaking at the very 
first strain, call upon the Federal Govern- 
ment to help them, it has not enough sol- 
diers to supply the demand, although a mere 
handful would only be needed for each city. 
It is a shameful condition of things, and 
the responsibility for it, the responsibility 
for the lives that have been lost and the 
millions of property that have been 
destroyed, resta upon the Democratic ma- 
jority of the House, who for partisan pur- 
poses have virtually disbanded the national 
army, and are now attempting to starve the 
remnant that has been protecting the 
frontier settlers from Indian butchers. Had 
there been a regiment of troops within call 
of Pittsburg and Baltimore, the appalling 
calamity that has happened would never 
have occurred. From the manner in which 
these very demagogues have howled to the 
Government for heip, it is to be presumed 
that the murder, massacre, incendiarism, and 
pillage resulting from their State-Sover- 
eignty doctrines have opened their eyes. 
Whether this be so or not, it will be the first 
duty of Congress, when it assembles in extra 
session, instead of starving the army any 
longer, to increase it sufficiently to enable 
the Government to help the States in main- 
taining order and protecting citizens. 


PUBLIC INTERESTS .VS. PUBLIC SYMPA- 


THY. 

There are two things which the railroad 
strikers have relied upon as favorable to their 
present attitude, but which are now 
speedily failing them. One was the 
natural non-intervention disposition of 
Americans to hold aloof in case of dis- 
pute, and let the contending parties settle 
their differences for themselves. The other 
was a wide-spread impression that the rail- 
road companies, especially in the East, were 
too hard upon their employes in the more 
recent reductions, and therefore ought to 
concede the strikers’ demands in part at 
least. Both these things come under the 
head of public sympathy, which the strikers 
have confidently regarded as with them, But 
it is evident that this public sympathy has 
been largely alienated from the strikers since 


the scenes of Sunday, in Chicago and every- 


where else, and for various reasons. 

To begin with, the mod has forfeited all 
claim to public forbearance by its awfully- 
lawless course, and the strikers have had to 
share the consequent indignation of the gen- 
eral public. It may notinall cases have 
been the fault of the railroad strikers that 
the mob took up their battle, and extended 
it to arson and an invasion of all other busi- 
ness anda breach of public order; but the 
fact remains that the burning of property, 
and lawlessness, and highway robbery, and 
intimidation have been the outgrowth of the 
strike, and the public in condemning the 
mob have abandoned much of the sympathy 
they might otherwise have felt for the rail- 
road strikers. 

In the next place, while it is true that the 
people, as a rule, are inclined to hold off and 
allow employers and employes to settle their 
own differences as to wages, the railway 
service is necessarily an exception. The 
railroads are quasi-public institutions. 
The highest Court in the nation has 
so defined them, The States have been judi- 
cially accorded the right to fix the rates of 
fare and freight and regulate the roads in 
the interest of the public. The present 
strike has demonstrated the intimate rela- 
tions between the,railroads and the public 
interest. If, as in other labor disputes (such 
as house-building, coal mines, factories of 
different kinds, etc.), the suspension of 
work affected only the individual em- 
ployers and employes, the public would 
not undertake any active interference, 
and its sympathy with the _ strikers 
might assist them materially in securing 
their demands. But it has been demon- 
strated that the stoppage of the railroads im- 
plies a-stoppage of the entire commerce of the 
nation, and involves not only serious loss to 
all kinds of business, but a menace of starva- 
tion to the cities. Self-interest is stronger 
than sympathy, as human nature is consti- 
tuted, and the great mass will soon conclude 
that even real wages grievances of a class of 
employes will not justify an infliction of 
general suffering of the whole community. 

In the third place, the strikers are over- 
reaching themselves in many ways. In sev- 
eral of the cities they have stopped the pas- 
senger-trains as well as the freight-trains. 
In many cases they have compeiled railroads 
to suspend by forcing the employes to quit- 
work when it is admitted that there had been 
no recent reductions of wages on these 
roads, and that the employes do not com- 
plain. They have also begun in certain quar- 
ters to make demands that are notoriously 
and unreasonably exorbitant. On the line 


ef some of the roads the strikers now de- 


mand that wages shall be restored 
at the rates ruling prior to the pan- 
160 of 1873, imvolving an _ increase 
of from 25 to 30 per cent; this is 
preposterous in view of the general business 

decline in cost of living, and the 
enhancement in the purchasing power of 
money, to say nothing of the hardships en- 
dured by the railroads. On other roads the 
de. and is made that not only shall the re- 
cent reductions be rescinded as to the future, 
but that the roads make up the deficiency of 
the back pay during the time when the em- 
ployes accepted the reduction ; this is equal- 
ly unreasonable and preposterous. sai 


the price of meat, and vegetables, and poul- 
try have gone up in Chicago, under the cer- 
tainty that the supply will give out in a few 
days under the present blockade enforced by 
the strikers. Flour will become scarce and 
costly in ashort time. The growers have 
lost their markets fq; fruit and vegetables, and 
these are perishing Gh their hands a total loss. 
The loss to the business community 
of the entire country can only be counted 
by tens of millions of dollars daily. No set 
of strikers can depend on public sympathy 
or countenanee under such circumstances. 
From now on it will become a question of 
public forbearance merely ; and it cannot be 
doubted that the millions of people who are 
dependent on the agricultural, industrial, and 
mercantile pursuits—all stopped by the 
strikers—will soon demand a resumption of 
business, and they will enforce that demand 
and crush resistance to it. They will com- 
pel the strikers to compromise their wages 
disputes, or step aside and let other men take 
their places. The public who are suffering 
are rapidly coming to this determination. 


THE STRIKERS AND THE MOB. 

There is now little question that the great 
city of Chieago, with its 500,000 people, was 
bullied and terrified on Wednesday into the 
abandonment of its business by a vagabond 
mob that did not number altogethe? more 
than 1,000 men and boys. The realization 
of this fact is somewhat humiliating. The 
railroad strike was separated early in the day 
from the lawless demonstrations of the va- 
grants and Communists. Large numbers of 
the railroad men who quit work did so under 
intimidation from roving crowds not of their 
class. The mobs that paraded the streets, 
visited the manufacturing establishments, 
dictated a suspension of business every- 
where, frightened the women and children 
with their howls, curses, and threats, assault- 
ed horse-cars, and bullied everybody they 
came in contact with,—these fellows were 
highway robbers, robbing employers of the 
working part of the business, and robbing 
the laborers of their time and pay. 

These gangs of ruffians did not number 
more than 1,000, though many thousands 
were following them, partly from sym- 
pathy and partly out of curiosity. A large 
part of the mob consisted of blackguard 
boys and immature men; the others were 
for the most part Communistic loafers, va- 
grants, and thieves, and, in the light of what 
the police have since done, there is no doubt 
that the mob could have been dispersed and 
scattered and smashed on the first day, and 
the ringleaders arrested, without any serious 
loss of life. Had a mob of the same num- 
ber assembled and undertaken the same 


police would have made short work of them. 
They would not have been permitted to 
tramp and how! through the streets an hour, 
much less to compel tens of thousands of 
quiet, industrious, and respectable oper- 
atives to abandon their places, and shops, 
mills, and foundries to close their doors. 
Wherever the police have made an effort to 
disperse a disorderly rabble, the effort has 
been successful. But the fact is evident 
now that the people have allowed themselves 
to be paralyzed by the extension of the 
strike throughout the country and the frigbt 
ful experience when conflicts have occurred 
in some of the other cities. The reaction 
from this spasmodic terrorism has now set 
in. The instinct of self-preservation is be- 
ginning to assert itself, and there is a feeling 
of general disgust as well as revolt against 
the very thought of a great city being held 
down by the threat by a small mob of 
vagrants and vagabonds.

Thousands of citizens who sympathized with 
the strikers on Monday were denouncing them 


yesterday for stopping the trains and disorgan- / 


izing all business. If the trains are prevented 

from running forafew days more, this com- 

munity will organize in vigilance committees to 

put an end to the blockade.

QUIET DURING THE DAY.

Borra.o, July 25.—No serious trouble has oc- 
curred with the mob here to-day, and the situa- 
tion is unchanged. The Grand Trunk and Great 
Western trains were ihe only ones permitted to 
leave Buffalo unmolested. The Jamestown Road 
got one train to and from the city by strategy. 
The Canada Southern have abandoned ail trains. A 
train arrived about 9 this evening from Hornclisville 
over the Eric, on which James Albro, city editor 
of the Commercial, arrived home, having been de- 
tained at Hornelleville since Sunday. Accompany- 
ing the Forty-ninth Regiment (Auburn Grays), 
which arrived thie morning by special train over 
the New York Central, was Brig.-Gen. Clinton 
McDougall, Twenty-first Brigade, and also 
United States Marshal, who is considered a 
host in himself and a valuable acquisition 
to our military force. which now numbers 
about 2,000. Including specials ana Deputy- 
Sheriffs we havea police force of 1. 500. The 
manner in which the police have discomfiited the 
mobin every encounter during yesterday and to- 
day appears to have broken the spirit of the mob 
and strengthened the confluence of the citizens cor- 
respondingly: 

A RESCUE. 

A prisoner, one of the speakers, was rescued 
from a policeman on Chicago etreet, thie afternoon, 
by the mob. A reinforcement of police promptly 
dispersed the crowd.

Waeuineton, D. C., duly 25.—The Collector at 
Buffalo naving telegraphed the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue that the strikers had demanded 
that the distilleries close, and asked the Commis- 
sioner whether United States troops could be fur- 
nished to protect the distillery, Commissioner 
Raum replied that troops could not be used uniess 
the Governor of the State should call for them.

Hesolved, That this Committee ask the Mayor 
to close all the saloons till this troubie is settled. 

Resolved That we sincerely and most emphat- 
ically declare once and for all that our object 
is alone to obtain certain rights wrenched from us 
by the combination of capital, and that as soon as 
our object is attained then this organized move 
ment is to be abandoned, but not till then. 

test ved, That we deprecate the spirit of vandal- 
ism in any shape that it may present itself, and 
that in order to secure all persons and their prop- 
erty from violence, as well as for the sake of pro- 
tection to ourselves, we recommend the appointment 
of a Committee of Safety to consist of one member 
from each branch of each labor which has or may 
hercafter join us inthis movement. said Committee 
to have the power to appoint a Chairman, one 
having both civil and military distinction, to pre- 
side over their deliberations.

Prrreuntud, Pa., July 25.—The situation of ak- 
fairs here to-night ie far from satisfactory. Fas- 
senger and mail trains are running on all the roads, 
but freight trainsare not allowedto be moved. 
Provisions are becoming scarce. There is very lit- 
tle business doing. The mob, though dispersed, 
are still here, and great uneasiness is felt with re- 
gare to the future course of events.

Our Correspondent “ Carroll” Re-

Some Facts Regarding Trades- Unions 
Which Are te Know. 


Their Claims to Be Benevolent Societies 
All Moonshine, 


Their Sole Object Is to Control Their Em- 
ployers’ Business, 

To This End They Will Resort to Fair 
Means or Foul. 


Ulustrations Drawn from the History of New York 
Typographical Union. 
How the Big Strike of 1864 Orig- 
inated. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Tune. 

New York, July 22.-—In my last letter I gave 
some account of the recent trouble «hich the New 
York Tribune bad with its printers, during which I 
took occasion to pass some strictures upon thé 
Printers’ Union for having made arbitrary rules, 
which were an outrage upon the employers 
as well as upon the members of the Union. 
Your correspondent ‘‘Adam Craig,” in re- 
ply to me, acconses me of unfairness, and 
says, If the Tribune has paid as much as 
$700 for ‘waiting copy’ in one week, it is more 
than has ever been paid in any newspaper in the 
country. Now, as lnever asserted that the 7rid- 
une paid $700 a week for ‘‘ waiting matter,” it is 
scarcely fair for my critic to misquote me for the 
sake of proving his charge of ‘* unfairness.” 
What I did say was that the Tribune people claimed 
that ander the first week of the new men they 
saved $700. My critic should have observed that, 
under the new order of things, not only was ‘* bo- 
gus copy” done away with, but a redaction of six 
cents per 1,000 ems was made—from 46 to 40 cents. 
These two items combined made the saving, as al- 
leged, of $700 on the first week's work of the new 
men. One other assertion of Adam Craig” I 
must correct. He says that, outside of the 
Union, the majority of the men are poor com- 
positors, and the greater number of them have 
never served an apprenticeship to the business, or 
have been discharged from Union offices because 
of their inability.’’ I have been familiar with that 
cry for a good many years, It has heretofore been 


used with good effect 
TO INTIMIDATE EMPLOYERS, 
who have been assured that all non-Union print- 
era were ‘* blacksmiths.” That this is all poppy- 
cock is shown by the fact that all the printers em- 
ployed te-day on the Tunes, TJyvibuse, Graphic, 
Beening Mail, Post, and Commercial Ad- 
vertiser are non-Union men. At least. 
none of these are what are termed ‘* Union 
offices,’ the proprictors having shaken off the 
shackics imposed upon them by the Union, and re- 
pudiating its dictation. A few Union men may, 
by having denied their allegiance to their organiza- 
tion, found situations in those establishments, but 
they are all non-Union offices. Better workmen 
cannot be found anywhere than they are. The 
Times men. in a body, severed their connection 
with the Union last December, and will never re- 
turn to it. The Avening Mav printers took the 
places of Union printers over @ year ago, and are 
reported to be better workmen, more trustworthy, 
and more temperate than their predecessors. The 
very men who now, for the sake of the Union, 
abandon their situations fn the Tribune office, are 
the identical men who took the places of the Union 
strikers in 1864. Then these men were termed 
**rats,” and came in. that category of non-Union 
men whom Adam Craig" pronounces poor 
compositors.". But inasmuch as they were able 
to maintain themselves in their posi_lons, and 
keep the Tribune running im spite of the Union, the 
Union suadenty became exceedingly catholic, 
and so exnanded itself as to take them al! in at 
one fell swoop,” making them good Union men, 
aud, ef course, good compositors. at one and 
the same time, Now their turn has come to strike, 
and the turn of other equally good men to take 
their places. Of course these new men are denonoc- 
ed by the Union, but before they have neid their 
situations three months that organisation will be 
sinving ite utmost to get them within the fold, as 
it has so often done on other occasions. 
TRADES-UNIONISM TROUBLES 

are just now a prominent topic. Over in West 
Girginia several hundred trades-unionists have 
gone into the repellion business, captured a rail- 
road, and declared that ite owners and managers 
shull not run any cars over it. The Governor of 
the State has had to call on the President for 
United States troups to protect the lives and prup- 
erty of the citizens of that State. Asl write, 400 
or 500 Government troops are doing guard duty 
over the property of that road to prevent these 
model trades-unioniets from burning the bridges, 
destroying the locomotives and cars, and confiscat- 
ing the freight which they bave intercepted, 
And why have these tradeg-unionists thus 
raised an insurrection which is beyond the 
power of the State to control’ Simp 
because the railgoad company sought to and | 
employ mea todo its work at a lower rate of 
wages than these trades-anionigts had been receiv- 
ine. Rather than accept the decreased compensa 
tion themselves tue incite riet and vloodshed. 
They refuse to work (themselves or permit others 
to work, attempt to dictate the wages which the 
compady shall pay, and to say who shall and who 
shall not be employed. As the company refuses 
to thus voluntarily surrender its property to the 
trades-unions, to be mausged by them for their 
own glory and profit, the men take ion of 
the property. aud, for several days, Close up this 
great avenue of trade and travel, to the great in- 
jury and annoyance of the genera! public, as well 
as the railroad company, Yet my eritics tell me 
that trades- unions are neither 

UNREASONABLE NOR ARBITRARY, 
Instances without number might be cited where 
strikers have acted in a precisely similar mat.ner 
towards their employers during the past year. 
Perhaps the riotous demonstrations have not been 
on the same magniticent scale, involving the inter- 
ference of the military force of the United States 
Government. but the same riotous spirit has been 
manifested in nearly every instance, and oa scver- 
al occasions has reacbed the point of assassina- 
tion. lLassert, and challenge contradiction, that 
the aim, the end, and the object of trades-union- 
ism, is to control, so far as is possible or is deemed 
politic, the business ef the empiayore. VV batever 
Claims it may have to charitable or benevolent ob- 
jects, they are entirely secondary to that of fixing 
rules and regulations 

FOR GOVERNING TEE EMPLOTERS. 
The fret thing @ trades-union does is to eatablish a 
scale of prices, below whicn ite members are not 
allowed to work on pain of being expelled from the 
union, and denounced to all similar unions througb- 
out the country. After this, ape, a fund is 
provided for the benefit of the sick, or for the 
widows of the members in good standing, -A. e., 
who have pend their dues promptiy,—who m 
chance to die. Bat the benevolent objects se 
forth would not keep any union ether a week. 
The only thing thet gives them any life whatever is 
their power to ferce from employers terme 
which their skill as workmen would pn 
entitle them to. By this cominnation 
workmen and bad ones are placed on the same 
level, the good one bout unable to obtain greater 
wakes than the inferior one because the anion has 
fixed the rate of wages for both at the maximum 
that the employers can afford to pay. My critics 
defend the Printers’ Union, and elaim fer printers 
@ higher standard ef intelligence than bel to 
the average of mechanics, I admit that this is 
true, and, because of their superior intelligence 
the public has aright to expect better things r 
them than it does of the average mechanic. As the 
subject of trades-unionism is forcing itself upan 
the attention of the public just now. it may furnish

About 4 year ago the pub- 
lishers of evening papers consulted together, and 
decided that they could no longer afford to pay 
war prices—45 cents thousand—for composi- 
thom They appointed a Committee to confer with 
thé Union upon the subject, and a communication 
was addressed to the President asking for the 
appointment of a committee from the Union 
tw meet with them and consider the sub- 
ject. The two Committees met, the publishers 
askeil a reduction of 10 cents per thousand; the 


printers had te-report back to the Union; their re- 


rt was laid temporarily on the table; then, after 
he lapse of overtwo months, it was considered, 
and a committee appointed to revise the scale 
This Cammittee met, and the Publishers’ Commit- 
tee asked to be heard = a question which so 
nearly concerned them. bat this was refused, and 
the printers proceeded to fix their prices by mak- 
ing a reduction of five cents a thousand, instead 
often.

The publishers were then in a mood to make a 
reasonable compromise, but, when they were de 
nied all voice in the matter, me 
indignant, and resoived to go ad and 
make euch reductions as they saw fit, with- 
out consulting the Union. The Aerening a! 
took the lead, and notified its men that after a cer- 
tain date it would pay bat 35 cents—fve! 
cents jess than the scale. Then came committces 
from the I anton to make a compromise, and among 
other things proposed was the scheme that the 
printers should receive but 35 cents, but 
the books should be carried out at 40. Thie was 
for the purpose of imposing upon the other even- 
ing papers. But the proposition was not accepted. 
so the President of the Union ordered the Nail 
sy tm ye to quit work. and they did. la haf 
an hour's time their places were filled by equaily 
men, andthe at has had no trouble since. 
These are but samples of the 
ARBITRARY AND DICTATORIAL POLICY’ 
ursued by trades-unions. As the Printers’ Union 
neludes more intelligence in its membership than 
almost any other, it should be more reasonably 
managed. But from its incepticn its sole policy 
has been one of aggression against the employers. 
Fixing the scale of prices is its main object; but. 
as a necessary part of maklug wages. It as- 
sumes to reguiate the most minute details about 
the offices, till proprietors had no longer a voice in 
the management of the mechanical departments of 
their papers. What is true of the Printers’ Union 
is true of ai) other trades-unions. They are simply 
combinations organized to control the business 
they represent, and to compe! the employers to ac- 
cede to their demands. In order to be successful, 
they bulldeze their fellow-workmen as badly as 
they dotheic employers, forcing them to become 
members or starve. When labor of all kinds was 
ata premium the employers had to submit to this 
sort of thing; but now labor ie a drug in the mar- 
ket ; thousands of men are begging for any kind of 
work that wili keep them from starving. and 
trades-unions 
CAN NO LONGER CONTROL THEM. 
The men say that, as the unions are unable to fur- 
nieh them employment at the rates they have fixed 
upon, they must look for work themselves 
and be content with such wages as they 
can get. To what extremiiies trades-union- 
am 16 repared to o to maintain its 
hold upon its members and the emplovers, let tne 
reat railroad strikes now in progress “ear witness. 
lere are thousands of men who will neither work 
themselves nor permit others to de so, and whoare 
Willing to sacrifice any number of lives rather than 
yield their point. Of course they will be defeated 
in the end, for, unless the United States Govern- 
ment cau protect these willing omes in their right 
to work when and where they please and for what 
wages they choose to accept. then it is a Govern- 
ment which had better be wiped out at once. for 
Republicanism becomes a farce and a by- word.

CRIME. 


HANGED. 

Lake Cearues, La., Jniy 25.—Jules Guidry, 
condemned for the murder of Joba Beale, was 
executed to-day at Lake Charies on the square ad- 
joining the jail. He was handcuffed, and mounted 
the scaffold at twenty minutes to 2 p. m., assisted 
by the Sheriff and a friend of Guidry. and accom- 
panied by a young priest, Father Charles. Guidry, 
during his prison life, gave himself up apparently 
to religious instructions, Guidry was sent to the 
New Orleans Parish Prison for safe keeping, be- 
cause a rescue was dreaded. He arrived here on the 
15th. Since he has been nere be has borne himself 
bravely. He was very frm, cool, and determined, 
but constantly declared that he ought not to die 
for the killing of Beale, because Beale bad seduced 
his wife and ruined his home and his children’s 
future. Guidry behaved on the gallows in a den 
perate and daring manner. lle addressed the 
crowd: said that he killed Beale, and that be 
ought not to die for it; that he would die like @ 
man: that he did not care to die, 

Father Charles said a few wards of prayer. He 
nodded his head as if assenting, tarned to his 
friend on the scaffeld, and said: Lam firm; lam 
not afraid to die. 

He also said: What C. C. Duson testified to in 
court is not so.” He continued talking loud to 
the crowd, declaring his indifference to death, and 
that he would commit the same crime again and 
again; that he was justified. 

Before be was pinioned he took up the rope in 
his hands. It was dangling from the beam above 
him to hie feet.

Cotumpus, O., July 25.—At the Democratic 
Convention to-day every county in the State was 
represented, and every delegation was full, with 
not even a contested seat. The Democracy come 
together with remarkable unanimity, and the Con- 
vention was unusually large, there being 735 dele- 
gates in attendance. A marked feature of the 
Convention was the unusually fine personne! of dele- 
gates. If one might judge by extenor evidences, 
the conclusion would be arrived at that the Ohio 
Democracy had wisely discovered that they must 
put forth the very best men im the party if they ex- 
pected to wrest the State Government from Re- 
publican control this fall. Notwithstanding thie 
fact the proceedings would have been at once 
recognized as those of a Democratic assembly, by 
even a casual observer, from the continual con- 
fusion and general disorder which prevailed 
throughont.

EMBARKATION. 
A LIVELY SCENE AT PORTSMOUTH. 
[By Cable te The Chicago Tribune. | 

Lowpow Orrice or Tus CMO TAU, 
Satispurr Srazer, W. C., July 25.— To- day 
the harbor and town of Portsmouth wit- 
nessed an interesting sicht. The first de- 
tachment of troops for the Mediterranean 
service embarked for transport or the Eu- 
phrates. Early in the morning the trains 
began bringing crowds of sight-seers and 
friends of the officers and men about de- 
parting on a long cruise. I went down 
by way of Aldershot, and passed 
three special trains which were load- 
ing troops amid hurried leave-takings 
and cheers from the people. Arriving 
at Portsmouth I found the Euphrates in the 
Government jetty next to her consort, the 
Crocodile, which sails at ‘the end of the 
week, Hundreds of marines and raw troops 
were engaged in unloading huge vans 
of ship stores and mess luggage, and 
tumbling them down the gangway. The 
busy scene was rendered still livelier by the 
appearance of the Sixty-fourth and One- 
Hundred-and-Eighth Regiments by train. 
To-night the streets are full of people dis- 
cussing the chances of war. I talked with 
many officers and men; all expect to go to 
Gallipoli, and all are jubilant. The men are 
in fine condition.

GOURKHA’S COMMAND. 
IMPORTANT INFORMATION. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, July 26.—A correspondent at Bjela 
telegraphs under date of Monday, July 23, as fol- 
lows: , 

My last telegram gave you an eccount of Gen. 
Gourkha's passage of the Balkan Meuntains into 
the Tundscha Valley in Roumelia. The fellowing 
narrative details the subsequent events of 
the movement, and the vigor with 
which the Russian commander pushed his success 
in the face of the enemy. 

After the Russians had forced the Hanksoi Pass, 
which is directly southward of Helena, on the 14th 
of July the Turks retreated to the westward of 
Kanaro, a village midway between Kasanlik and 
Sivne, in the Tundscha Valley, where they 

WAITED FOR ASSISTANCE. 

The surprise had been so complete that they were 
utterly demoralized at first, and their retreat was 
made under the influence of a decided panic. Being 
now accustomed to the slow deliberation of the 
Russian movements, the Turks were entirely un- 
prepared for the exceptional vigor of Gen. Gourk- 
ha’s advance through what they considered were 
impassable de files. 

However, the Turks were rainforced the next 
day, and, recovering their courage somewhat, they 
attacked Gourkha’s vanguard, composed of a rifle 
battalion near Kanaro, where it had advanced to 
feel the way toward Kasantik and the southern end 
of the Schipka Pass. After a very sharp skirm- 
ish, lasting nearly two hours, the Turks were 

REPULSED WITH SEVERE LOSS, 
and Kanaro was occupied by the Russian van- 
guard. Two Turkish camps were captured the 
same day, having been hastily abandoned by the 
panic-stricken occupants, after a brief defense. 

While these operations were in progrees toward 
the west, the Cossacks were actively push- 
ing their way to the eastward, and down 
the Tundscha Valley, toward the Jamboli & 
Adrianople Railroad. On the same day that the 
Village of Karnor was occupied a column of Cos- 
sacks sent to Jeni-Saghra succeeded in cutting the 
railroad and teiegraph lines at that point. This 
expedition was met by detachments of Raouf- 
Pasha's forces, and sustained the check which the 
Turks claimed as 

A DECIDED VICTORY. 

On the 16th Gen. Gourkba marched on Maglis 
(or Myghlys), a village southeast by east of Kasan- 
lik, his division being separated into three col- 
amns. On reaching Uplami this force was stopped 
by a strong Turkish position occupied by infantry, 
cavairy, and artillery. The disposition of the 
Turks gave them a fair control of the ground, 
but the Russians advanced in such a vigorous 
and skillful manner that the Turkish choice of 
the field 

AFFORDED THEM LITTLE ADVANTAGE. 
The commencement of the action that followed 
was marked bya severe artillery fire from the 
Turkish lines, which was promptly answered by 
the Russians. The Turks soon became hard push- 
ed, and showed signs of wavering, when 
they were suddenly reinforced by 
a body of . Anatolian Nizams, who 
opened fire at a very long range, said to have been 
2,000 paces. This dre began to harass the Rus 
sians as they gradually advanced on the Turkish 
position. They had been forbidden to fire until 
within 600 yards range, and consequently had to 
march forward wnder 
A HAIL OF BULLETS 
without firing. This they did with admirable 
courage and discipline, although in the meantime 
they suffered considerable loss. No sooner did 
the Russians arrive within the prescribed distance 
of the enemy, than they opened op him a deadly 
fire, pouring volley after volley into the tanks of 
the Anatolians. This style of fighting proved too 
much for the Turks, who 
BEGAN TO GIVE GROUND 
along their whole line. The direct attacking force 
of the Russians consisted of four battalions of rifle- 
men and two soanias of Cossack infantry. 

While the main attack was being delivered the 
Russian hussars and dragoons charged the Turkish 
flank, making fierce hand-to-hand fighting. 
In this part of the battle the 
struggle Was of the most savage 
and bloody description. It was actually sabre 
againet bayonet, maintained man to man. Through 
every break in the Turkish line the Russian horsve- 
men strove to cut their way, but the Turkish in- 
fantry stubbornly closed their ranks, and died in 
lines under the sabres of their enemies, but not 
before inflicting a terrible loss on the Russians. 

At last the Turks 

BEGAN TO RETREAT, 

fighting desperately for every pace of ground. At 
one place they left 400 dead heaped together as 
a dreadful evidence of their own courage and of 
the ferceness of the Russian attack. The cavairy 
of the latter were too much exhausted to pursue 
the Turks, but the retreat was nevertheless a pre- 
cipitate one, stimulated by an effective fire from 
the Russian rifle battalions. 

On the 17th Gen. Gourkha approached Kasanlik 
by a fearfully-severe forced march, owing to the 
intense heat. The exhausted Russian infantry 
were compelled to wade into the small streams 
along their route to cool themselves. Notwith- 
standing the danger attending this mode of re- 
freshing themselves, the men have suffered in 4 
surprisingly small degree by sickness. 

DESULTORY SKIRMISHING | 
continued during the wu... sy of the move on 
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into three columns, into the rocky -jaws of the pass. 
With nothing to impede their movements but their 
arms, ammunition, and aration of bread and water, 
the troops filled the steep and gloomy slopes and 
soon found themselves face to face with the defend- 
ers. 

THE SCHIPEKA PASS , 
was strongly fortifed. Six tiers of intrenchmen 
supported by batteries, defended by picked men. 
chiefly Circassians and Egyptians, closed the road 
to the Russians. Every available cover was occu- 
pied by sharpshooters, who were almost in- 
visible to the 
the 
rocks. Indeed a more formidable position could 
ecarcely be conceived than that held by the Turks. 
After six hours’ desperate fighting and severe 
loss, the Russian right colamn succeeded in effect- 
ing a lodgment within the outer or fret line of 
the Turkish intrenchments. The combat was 
maintained for the most of the time between the 
sharpshooters on both sides, but anally the Rus- 
sians concentrated and 

DASHED OVER THE INTRENCHMENT, 
carrying it at the point of the bayonet. 

The Russians’ left column, consisting of two 
companies, missed the way, and encountered, 
unsupported, twelve companies of Turks. The 
Russians’ fought gallantly for four hours, and at 
length retreated, losing 150 men and every officer, 
except one. Notwithstanding this disaster, the 
Russians held the positions they won on the Turk- 
ish front. 

On the 18th Gen. Gourkha advanced on the rear 
of the Turkish position in the Schipka Pass with 
two battalions of rifemen. This movement com- 
pletely destroyed the effectiveness of the defense. 
and threw the Turks inte consternation. They 
sent 
A FLAG OF TRUCE 
with a parlementaire to the Russian lines. During 
the negotiations that followed the Russians quit- 
ted their extended formation, which they had 
adopted when advancing on the Turks. They had 
collected in huddled groups, when suddenly a 
volley was poured down upon them from the 
Turkish postion, and the parlementaire, under- 
standing the signal, ran back to his own IL. nes. 
This treacherous volley surprised the Russians, 
and killed or wounded 140 of their uumber. The 
survivors immediately made a furious onsiaught 
on the Turks, and quickly captured and 
occupied their advanced works, but were 
not numerous enough to pursue the 
retreating enemy. A summons was, however, 
sent demanding the surrender of the Torka, 
whereupon Mehemed Pasha, the Turkish com- 
mander, replied offering to surrender. Sabse- 
quent negotiations fixed the hour of noon the next 
day for the surrender, but during the night 

THE TURKS BRAN AWAT, 

and during the following morning Gen. Gourkha 
occupied the Schipka Pass. The hasty departure 
of the Tarks and the mystery of their disappear- 
ance cast something like a damper on the entha- 
siasm of the Russians, but then the seizure of the 
pass was, afterall, the complete accomplishment 
of the object of the expedition. 

When Prince Miriski'’s division again advanced, 
it met with no opposition. Great astonishment 
filled the troops, as they passed line after line of 
intrenchments, and all the evidences of the 

HASTY FLIGHT OF THE TURKS. 

They found lighted camp-fires, half-cooked 
rations, haif-written dispatches and telegrams, 
and saw troops in a camp situated a considerable 
distance down the pass. Soon they recognized on 
the colors the Russian red cross, and immediately 
ran down the pass toward their fellow-soldiers 
under General Goarkha. 

Thus a junction was effected between the two 
forces, and the Schipka Pass was completely occu- 
pied bv the Russian troops. 

The Russians captured all the Turkish camps 
and daggage, twelve cannons, and 400 
The ferocity of the defeated Turks was 
herribly exemplified in their treatment of the 
Russian wounded who had been left on the field 
the previous night These unfortunates had all 
been murdered as they lay, and when the pitiless 
slafghter was complete. 

THE DEAD WERE ALL DECAPITATED | 
and mutilated. The ghastly spectacle filled all be- 
holders with horror, and has intensified the fury of 
the Russians against the Turkish irregulars. 

Fiom the direction taken by the retreating 
Turks, which was westward in the direction of 
Hermedja, itis surmised that they climbed the 
heights ef the pass on that side, and fled in small 
parties over the lower ridge of the Balkans. 
The country through which they were compelled 
to pass is so aifficult that it was impossible for them 
to carry off any supplies, and many are believed to 
have deen 

LOST DURING THE RETREAT. 

Gen. Goukcha remains at Kasanlik until the 
Eighth Corps, now occupying the defiles of the 
Balkans, shall have passed through, to 
be massed with full supplies for a 
further movement. This operation entails much 
delay. The road through the pass at present is 
only practicable for vehicles drawn by ballocks, 
but large numbers of men are engaged in @¢mprov- 
ing the way. The Fourth Corps will foliow the 
Eigbth over the Balkans. 3 

Several days will elapse before the onward move 
is made. Even the cavalry expeditions are sus- 
pended for the moment, although the recent suc- 
cesses are regarded as the direct fruit of the dash- 
ing enterprise of the cavalry. The precautions 
necessary for the successful transfer of the active 
campaign to the region south of the Balkans 

NECESSITATE DELAYS 
that are considered unavoidable under the circum- 
stances. 

The Turks sacrificed their chances of defense by 
continually dribbling forward reinforcements of 
two or three battalions atatime. These small de- 
tachments lent no weight to the force they joined, 
because they invariably arrived only after the 
Nuss ans bad received proportionately much 
heavier reinforcements. There has been at no 
time collected together such a Turkish force as the 
commander dared to employ offensively, and the 
army has lost the morale which it had wen the 
war began.

PROHIBITION IN IOWA. 


Theory and Practice—Right and Fact. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cimrron, Ia., July 25.—At the risk of being 
called fogy on the temperance question, I 
shall venture, with your permission, to examine 
it in the light of theory. and practice, right and 
fact. Indoing this, I shall, in my ‘*fogyism,* 
endeavor to show the blind pride of the fanatic 
theorist on the one hand, and, on the other, the no 
less blind pride of the personal-liberty practician. 
In Iowa we have a class of (perhaps well-meaning) 
agitators of the abstract principle of Prohibition, all 
of whom readily admit that they never expect to 
see their fanciful theory consummated in fact, — 
still, they boldly hold on to their abstract notions, 
and refuse to regard facts. For twenty years, un- 
der our dead Prohibitory liquor law, they have been 
accustomed to see theory and fact follow two differ- 
ent routes, - never meeting, if known to each other. 
The philosophers of Prohibition, standing behind 
the lifeless law, boldly defending its abstract prin- 
ciples of right, have disregarded the fact that the 
law is dead as a rule of action to the buyer and 
seller of intoxicating liquors. 

In treating this great question, I would not lose 
sight of the cverlasting principle of right. I would 
piace it boldly and prominently forward, so as not 
to be mistaken. Iam forthe (otal suppression of 
intemperance, if such a thing is possible. and am 
prompted to write that its progress shall be no 
longer retarded by a negligent or rash estimate of 
the circumstances and facts which oppose its prog- 
ress. The practical temperance men have regarded 
this question as taken out of their hands, and 
have, almost without protest, turned it over to a set 
of zealous bigots, self-appointed champions, who, 
as a rule, denounce all who differ with their theory 
as friends of free rum and upholders of vice and 
crime. Those who have assumed the custody and 
management of this question have justly brought 
upon it the stizma of fanaticism. If 1 mistake not 
the signs of the times, the time has come for the 
thoughtful, careful, practical men to control this 
great subject, at the risk of being snubbed and 
maligned by the intolerant. 

The first fact that confronts us is, that intem- 

rance is an evil that springs from disordered and 

epraved appetites and desires. It is inse ble 
from the moral nature of man. Proof of this fact 
is the universality of intemperance, which has al- 
ways prevailed in some form or shape. Side by 
side with this fact, down through the centuries, 
can be noticed the moral chronojogy of its con-

The offerings at the docks were very 
light, and small receipts are expected for a few 
days. The wholesale trade of the city were te- 
ceiving countty orders, but are unable to fl! them 
at present. 

The offerings of street produce were fair, but 
there was little doing beyond attending to the mod- 
erate wants of the city retailers. The fruit train 
arrived, contrary to expectation, but it had to be 
unloaded some distance from the depot; hence the 
fruit came on the market late. It was reported 
that in some instances the recetvers were refused 
permission by the strikers to remove the fruit from 
the cars. Country shippers will probably have to 
withhold shipments until order is restored. 

Lake freights were moderately active, and firm at 
the recent advance. Room was taken for 383,000 
bu corn, on the basis of 3c to Buffalo. 

Rail freights were entirely nominal, no freight 
being taken. Grain was quoted at 30e per 100 bs 
to New York, and 350 to Boston and New England 
points. Rates on boxed meats were quotéd at 5c 
above grain figures.
